Report:  In addition to the committee members, the
following staff members were present: Deputy
Mayor Genaro "Chip” Iglesias; Assistant County |
Atiorney Alexander Bokor; and Deputy
Clerks Cynthia White and Mary Swith-

Assistant County Attorney Alexander Bokor
advised that there were no requests for changes to
today’s (2/12) agenda.

UPDATE ON-THE COUNTY’S SPAY/NEUTER EFFORTS Presented

Report:

My, Alex Munoz, Animal Services Department
Director, noted the Spay/Neuter efforts were in
line with what the County Commission approved
inJune 2013, pertaining to the “No Kill”
initiative. He explained that the department had
begun receiving and expending the funds in
January 2014 to help in reaching the established
goals. He presented a slideshow depicting the
increase in the rate of saving dogs from 60 percent
two years ago to 78 percent currently and for cats,
currently at 66 percent. Mr. Munoz noted those
percentages represented the saving of
approximately 2,000 more dogs and 4,000 more
cats compared to two years ago, He displayed
graphs indicating a decrease intake and stated
that, although he could not attribute this
improvement to the spay/neuter efforts, he stated
that it was in direct response to the community's
participation and support.  Mr. Munoz stated that
spay/neuter efforts had been increased across the
board and hiring was underway for the Trap,
Neuter, And Release Program and a Request for
Information (RFIl} was issued for individuals
interested in operating a high-volume spay/neuter
clinic. He stated he anticipated presenting an
update report for this Commiitee’s review
regarding the RFI in March 2014.  Mr. Munoz
stated the department was Increasing spay/neuter
efforts in the community by conducting events and
partrering with County Commissioners and had
increased the use of the bus from four days per
week to seven days, to increase public qccess. He
noted the number of surgeries had increased by
2,000 for dogs and 3,000 for cats, stating that two
Yyears ago, the department performed
approximately 10,000 surgeries versus over
16,000 surgeries today. Mr. Munoz commented
that the department was communicating with
representatives at the Humane Society and the
South Florida Veterinarian Association regarding
establishing a partnership with private
veterinarians on developing a grant-funded
voucher program. Additionally, he noted staff was
exploring the possibility of refurbishing and using
old County facilities as spay and neuter clinics.

Chairweman Heyman commented on her
participation in performing Animal Services
Department programs this past weekend and
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noted it was an exceptional community event,

Mr. Munoz invited other Commissioners to take
peart in this type and other events.

Hurricane Andrew when people came into the
ravaged areas to perform work without having
legitimate licenses and skills, which caused great
harm to this community. She stressed the
importance of knowing who was performing the
work and indicated the proper licensure and
identification on commercial vehicles was crucial
to holding the industry accountable. Chairwoman
Heyman expressed her appreciation to
Commissioner Bovo for sponsoring this item and
making it inclusive.

My, William “'Bill” Riley, South Florida Building
Construction Trades Council, 1657 NW 17th
Avenue, Miami, appeared and requested
permission for Mr, Eichenbaum to reappear and
clarifi as to whether the language in the foregoing
ordinance was as perceived by his colleagues.

M. Eichenbaum clarified that the language in the
foregoing ordinance, as well as in Chapier 10 of
the Code state that those licensed trades would not
be allowed to have removable signs. He noted
that the ferm “trades” was believed 1o be the
licensed trades doing work that must be permitted
and inspected. He noted the reason for the
permanernt signage on the vehicles was so County
officials could know when projects required
permitting and inspections, to protect the public.

Assistant County Attorney Roberison confirmed
that there was no change fo Section 10-4(b) as it
currently existed in the Code and explained that
this provision was placed in the ordinance as a
notice to clarify that this did not apply to trades.

Hearing no further questions or comments, the
Committee proceeded to vote on the foregoing
proposed ordinance as presented.
